But another fellow 
then claimed that where he had 
been digging he found no wires, 
which showed they must have had 
the wireless!” 

There was a smile at the expense 
of the indignant Fred, and he coun- 
tered with “You quit picking on 
me or I’ll tell them about that in- 
verted head revenue you used to 
brag of until I showed you that 
the head had been shaved out and 
put back upside down.” 

“Is that a fact?” exclaimed one 
of the bunch. Could it really be 


done ?” 
“IT never had any such stamp,” 
said the Old Timer, “but it has 


been done. I remember telling Fred 
of a case of the sort, and now he 
tries to make me out an ignor- 
amus. Fellow told me long years 
ago that a stranger sent him an 
inverted 24c 1869 and offered it at 
$150.

“That’s what I been waiting 
for,” cut in the Old Timer. “Now 
drop all this war talk. It’s over 


years ago and I hope we'll never 
have another, but I want Mickel- 
sen to tell you about what being 
mixed up with the French got him. 
Did you bring the evidence, Emil? 
Good. Go ahead with your tale. 
When Emil wrote me he was com- 
ing on I told him of you fellows 
and your love of bedtime stories, 
and asked him to come prepared to 
tell you this one tonight, and to 
show the proof. Shoot, Emil.” 

“Well,” said Emil, “You know 
we were up in Flanders towards 
the last, helping the French to 
kick up quite a bit of trouble there. 
Bunches of us and the French 
would get pretty well mixed up at 
times on the advance, just as the 
rest of you did, and I had gotten 
to know a young French officer 
pretty well. I happened to know 
the language well and he and I 
had some nice chats on off nights. 
I didn’t know it at the time, but 
he was from a pretty old family 
and also had quite a bit of politi- 
eal pull.

There was 
a French officer there and the 
Colonel was mighty polite to me. 


Said the Frenchman was from 
Foch’s headquarters and had an 


urgent request that I be given 48 
hours leave at once and allowed 
to go with him to the hospital 
where Henri was waiting for me, 
discharged and ready to take me 
to Paris. 

“T was paralyzed, but tickled to 
death over it, of course; the mat- 
ter was fixed up with the Old Man 
by telephone and away we went in 
a fine official ear. More dog than 
I ever put on in my life, either be- 
fore or since. Met Henri all right 
and after a hugging match we lit 
out for Paris in a car of his own 
that had been sent up to the hos- 
pital for him. On the way he 
showed me again the pictures of 
his parents, a sister of about 12 
and another sweet little one of 
about 5 whom he worshipped, and 
who adored him, he said.

those days and the rest of you 
have read about it.

NEW COLONIAL TYPES 
TO LOOK FOR 


In running through the Cata- 
logue recently I discovered a very 
curious connection between British 
Guiana and Kenya. My intention 
was to enlarge upon the redrawn 
type of the British Guiana 2 «¢., 
1910, when I found that the date, 
printers, the cause and nature of 
the redrawing correspond exactly 
with the 6c of Kenya I described 
in this column last June. If readers 
will turn to that article they will 
find that the necessity of engraving 
a new die was to incorporate the 
medallion with the frame in order 
to print the whole stamp at one 
eperation instead of two. 

In the redrawn 2c of British Gui- 
ana I find that a similar thing has 
been done, only in this case it is 
the value tablet that has been in- 
corporated with the remainder of 
the design. 

The usual test for distinguishing 
the redrawn type is in the flag 
which is close to the mainmast as 
if it were nailed to it, whereas in 
the original type of 1907 and all 
other values it is attached only by 
the top corner, the lower corner 
flying away from the mast. The 
letters of “Postage & Revenue” 
are smaller, but the most outstand- 
ing difference is in the value tablet. 

The value “2 cents” in the 1907 
type is placed low in the rectangle 
having three clear lines above the 
letters and only one beneath; in the 
redrawn design there are two clear 
lines above and two beneath, re- 
sulting in the inscription being 
centrally disposed in =. tablet. The 
shading of the letter “s” of “cents” 
instead of touching the frame is 
away from it, with the space filled 
by the horizontal lines of the back- 
ground.

The interesting point of discover- 
ing the relationship of purpose be- 
tween these two countries opens up 
possibilities in regard #0 many 
other colonial issues of the same 
period. 

Between 1907 and 1910 many of 
our colonies adopted “universal” 
colours and issued their stamps in 
one colour instead of two, particu- 
larly in the low values. Most of 
the colonies continued using the 
two plates, with the same ink on 
both, while others, as evidenced by 
Kenya and British Guiana, realiz- 
ing that an economy in printing 
could be effected, changed over to 
single plates. 

If two countries have done it, 
others may have also, and I will 
leave it to my readers to set about 
looking through the “Universal col- 
our” issues of our colonies with a 
very good chance of finding hither- 
to undiscovered types. I should, of 
course, be glad to hear of them if 
any turn up. 

Later._-Following up my own 
preachings, I have just scanned the 
Colonial catalogue lists between 
1906 and 1910, and what do I find? 
That not only in two countries, but 
in several more that have redrawn 
types, the reason for them is the 
same, namely changing over from 
double to single plates. Southern 
Nigeria and Federated Malay 
States are further examples. 

Moreover, I find that the possi- 
bility of new types appearing is 
not limited to the period of the 
introduction of universal colours. 
Whenever a stamp which was for- 
merly printed in two colors is sub- 
sequently changed over to only one, 
it is worth examining quantities 
of the latter for new types. The 
4c Kedah, and Brunei are instances. 

Have you ever wondered why in 
Ceylon so many of the Georgians 
occur with large and small “C’s’”? 
Have a look; you will find that the 
small “C’s” are double-plate print- 
ings and the large “C’s” from 
single plates. The word “Ceylon” 
and the value are always perfectly 
centered. So go ahead.—Gibbons’ 
Stamp Monthly.

For the first time in history a 
precancel catalog has come out on 
time as advertised. Hoover Broth- 
ers deserve more than a vote of 
thanks from the collecting frater- 
nity for this fine piece of work. 

The Part I consists of states 
from Alabama to Louisiana. A spe- 
cial Bureau Print section, Bar pre- 
cancels also appear in a separate 
section. 

Foreign Precancels: Belgian pre- 
cancels were included to the letter 
“M”. Balance will appear in Part 
II. Besides precancels from Al- 
geria, France, Luxemburg and 
Tunis, we also find Austria, Hun- 
gary and Netherland precancels 
listed and priced for the first time. 

The most important of all, is the 


new numbering system. For in- 
stance, the le 1922, Perf. 11 bears 
the number 599. This particular 


stamp may hereafter be identified 
by this type number. For instance, 
this stamp in type 22 from Chicago 
will be known Chicago 22-599, in 
type 28 as Chicago 23-599, ete.

Prices: Radical changes have 
taken place. While some adjust- 
ments will be necessary in future 
edition, we have at least some 
prices that conform with the scar- 
city of the stamps. The 1930 cata- 
log we find in many an instance 
the 1922 series higher priced than 
the obsolete 1917 series. This has 
all been corrected. 

As far as I have been able to 
ascertain, I find very few changes 
in the issues before 1917. 

The 1917 issues were moved up. 
The 1922 issue Perf. 11 up to 10c, 
went up slightly, but the still cur- 
rent higher values were greatly 
reduced. This would be correct if 
such changes were only made on 
types in use. Where the plate has 
long ago been replaced with a new 
type, I found this reduction out of 
order, especially since this reduc- 
tion was made regardless of the 
size of town 

The 1923 ‘Eat 10x10 were 
moved up. The 1927 Rotaries 
11x10'%4 were greatly reduced and 
rightly so, as there was no reason 
for some of the fancy prices in the 
1930 book. However, I find that 
no attention was paid to the obso- 


lete 4c Martha and 1'%e side-view 
Hardings. 

Particular attention is called to 
the re-pricing work of Mr. H. S. 


Ackermann on Parcel Posts; Mr. 
Robert Baughman on Black Hard- 
ings; Mr. W. O. Elfield on Postage 
Dues. And my own work on City 
Type Coils. 

In the Bureau Print section, I 
find several prices changed on the 
obsolete 142c Hardings and 4e 
Martha. Dr. Mitchell is surely do- 
ing great work in establishing the 
new prices on these’ popular 
stamps. 

To have all bar precancels in one 
section is something that was 
needed long ago. However, a de- 
scription without illustration does 
the collectors little or no good. I 
am sure Mr. Allen Brown has 
many items from which cuts could 
be made and perhaps he would also 
help financially if properly ap- 
proached by the publishers, as it 
would help boost his pet hobby 
considerable. 

it is, however, to be regretted 
that the publishers were unable to 
publish both parts at one time, es- 
pecially so because many radical 
price changes have taken place. I 
suppose there will be a wild scram- 
ble for certain items by collectors 
who will want to fill in their sets 
before Part II, Maine to Wiscon- 
sin, comes out with the higher 
prices. 

This review is but a brief out- 
line of what you will find in the 
new catalog. I shall try to give 
you a more detailed review in the 
future edition. Price of this new 
book is $2.60, west of Mississippi 
$2.70. Postpaid. All catalogs are 
cloth-bound.

ITIS TIME Were we to print all 
TO ACT of the inquiries we re- 

ceive relative to the 
two major stamp societies, as to 
what they offer collectors who might 
join, and with many other questions 
and inquiries as to the merits of 
the societies and the value of a 
membership in either of them we 
would have to use space most every 
week for this purpose. The old 
excuse that is so frequently hand- 
ed a prospective joiner—‘you owe 
it to Philately to support the so- 
ciety” has become so run down 
at the heel that it does not even 
sound plausible to the man who has 
used it in the past. 

Any man who has been a member 
for many years can have a very 
difficult time trying to convince 
himself of any real benefits that he 
may have had from a society mem- 
bership. For our own part, the 
most we get from a society is the 
associations with our brother col- 
lectors and the “hail fellow well 
met” feeling that we have when 
traveling leads us to meet a brother 
collector. To us, this feature alone 
is worth the cost of membership, 
yet to many who do not have an 
opportunity to get that from a so- 
ciety, some other reason for join- 
ing must be advanced. 








Possibly one reason that we get 
no real action out of the societies 
is because it is too much work to 
do something worthwhile. We be- 
lieve, that if the two leading major 
societies in conjunction with the 
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Collectors Club of New York as 
well as other societies, including 
local clubs throughout the country, 
would start at once with a persis- 
tent campaign to have the laws 
regarding illustration of postage 
stamps altered to a sensible form 
that the object could be attained. 

A form of petition should be pre- 
pared and placed in the hands of 
collectors in every city and town 
with a view to getting thousands 
of signatures. The various peti- 
tions in each Congressional district 
should be addressed to the Con- 
gressman for that district. 

These petitions should be circu- 
lated and gathered by a represent- 
ative of the societies and when the 
proper time arrives they should be 
mailed to the various Congressmen 
from the Districts in which they 
were circulated. 

That the situation has become 
serious is evident from an an- 
nouncement that has been made in 
the September issue of Gibbons’ 
Stamp Monthly, London. Stanley 
Phillips, the editor, says: “I would 
like to make it quite clear that it 
is useless readers in the U. S. A. 
ordering our catalogues (with the 
exception of our Air Mail Cata- 
logue) for they do not conform to 
the U. S. regulations as regards 
defacement of illustrations, and are 
seized by the Customs. 

Collectors and dealers who in the 
good old days used to order the 
catalogue, or to whom we were in 
the habit of presenting compliment- 
ary copies, will, I fear, have to sit 
in philatelic darkness, so far as 
any light emanating from the Gib- 
bons’ Catalogue is concerned, until 
the powers-that-be realize the dif- 
ficulties caused by thé present reg- 
ulations, and also the fact that they 
have no value whatever as a means 
of preventing forgeries. 

Our own authorities have recent- 
ly mitigated the British regulations 
to some extent and we hope the U. 
S. authorities will follow suit with 
theirs. If organized Philately in 
the States makes its weight felt, 
there can be little doubt of the out- 
come.” 

In philatelic circles, the law re- 
garding defacement of stamp pic- 
tures is about as effective as the 
Prohibition law among the general 
public. Foreign publications come 
to our office every week with pic- 
tures of postage stamps without a 
defacing mark, frequently the for- 
eign magazines carry pictures of 
U. S. stamps, frequently our big 
daily papers print pictures of U. S. 
postage stamps and nothing is ever 
done about it. A law that is not 
worth enforcing to the letter is not 
worth having on our statute books. 

To enforce the law relative to 
defacement of illustrations of post- 
age stamps would mean to bar 
every foreign publication from this 
country and would gain nothing in 
the end. It is time for American 
Philatelic Societies to get busy.

YORKTOWN HUNDREDTH 
ANNIVERSARY 





The coming Yorktown issue of 
stamps is in commemoration of 
the One Hundred and Fiftieth an- 
niversary of the Battle of York- 
town. 

One of the readers of Linn’s 
Weekly, Mr. Harold A. Spaeth, Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, has sent a rubbing 
of a medal which was issued in 
celebration of the Hundredth An- 
niversary. Mr. Spaeth writes as 
follows: “A little over a year ago 
while digging in our garden I un- 
earthed a lead pocket piece like the 
rough rubbing I have enclosed.” 

The medal is about the size of 
a half dollar, on one side is a 
monument or tall shaft at the left 
of which is the date 1781 and at 
the right 1881, at the base of the 
shaft at either side, “Oct. — 10”, 
around the edge is the inscription 
“In commemoration of the surren- 
der of Yorktown”. The other side 
of the medal shows three circles 
in which are portraits of Washing- 
ton, DeGrasse and Lafayette.

Air Mail Service 


Capt. Wolfgang Von Gronau, 
German aviator, who recently com- 
pleted the first scientific flight 
from Germany to inland America, 
predicts that soon a “relay” sys- 
tem of regular airmail service will 
be established across the north At- 
lantic from Europe to the United 
States. He adds that he believes 
within a year, private and govern- 
ment capital will establish such a 
service which will consist of sev- 
eral seaplanes making short hops, 
so that the chances of mechanical 
trouble are lessened. He claims 
that the northern route via Iceland, 
Greenland and northern Canada is 
the most practical. 


New Mexican Air Lines 


The Compania Aeronautics de 
Transportes, a Mexican air line, 
plans before winter to inaugurate 
two new air mail lines to connect 
with present operating airlines. 

The first is from Chihuahua to 
Tia Juana via Nacozari (Sonora), 
Cananea (Sonora), Nogales (So- 
nora), and Mexicali, (Lower Cali- 
fornia). This line will connect with 
the present line from Chihuahua to 
Mexico City and Chihuahua to El 
Paso, Texas.

South West Africa First Flight 


August 5, 1931, was the inaugu- 
ration of airmail service from 
Windhoek, SWA to Keetmanshoop, 
SWA. No special cachet was pro- 
vided by the cover bearing a special 
airmail cancellation for the stamps 
franked on the cover. A cover was 
shown me by G. James Packard of 
Albany, N. Y., who is editing a 
Sunday feature entitled “Air Mail 
News and Aviation” in the Knicker- 
bocker Press of that city. Such 
publicity creates interest in the 
hobby.

Albany-Springfield-Boston

Official information is at hand to 
the effect that this extension has 
been delayed temporarily until de- 
tails can be worked out with the 
contractor. Second Assistant Post- 
master General Glover assures us 
that plenty of notice will be given 
as to the date of the opening of 
this extension, to permit all collec- 
tors to send covers. 


FAM No. 12 Mail Figures 


Bangor, Me., postmaster advises 
that 15 pounds 12 ounces went out 
on the first trip to St. Johns and 
Halifax on August Ist, 80 per cent 
of this mail being collectors. These 
figures are interesting because 
this route was opened without any 
previous notice. In this connection, 
it is also interesting to note that 
a collector in Fredericktown, N. §., 
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now reports that on August 3rd 
mail was accepted at Halifax and 
St. Johns for southbound dispatch, 
if addressed to the United States. 
No cachet was provided and prac- 
tically all the mail was commercial. 


Old Ironsides 


The U. S. Frigate Constitution 
now has a regular naval cancella- 
tion with wording in the cancelling 
bars as to its location. The first 
cover I have is from New York 
dated September 10th. 


Trans-Atlantic Flights 


Hopping across the Big Pond is 
still a feat of aviation when we 
stop to think of the number who 
have been lost in the attempt. 
Willy Rody, Christian Johannsen 
and Fernado Costa Viega, two 
German and a Spaniard are the 
latest to attempt a westward 
crossing and latest newspaper re- 
ports are that they are lost. Par- 
ker Cramer and his comrade failed 
to reach their goal. All of this im- 
presses the writer with magnani- 
mity of the flight that Lieut Wal- 
ter Hinton made in May, 1919, 
across the Atlantic when many of 
the highly delicate and accurate in- 
struments now provided planes, 
were unknown. Incidentally, the 
long awaited appearance of the 
Post and Gatty, Round the World 
Covers is here from the hands of 
a dealer.

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PRECANCEL NOTES

There are a few cities that pre- 
cancel their stamps without using 
bars or lines above or below, just 
the name of the city. These would 
make a mighty fine specialized 
collection. I will name a few of 
the more common cities doing this 
and you look in your collection and 
see how many you have or how 
many you haven't. 

Ardmore, Pa., heads the list, then 
Alhambra, ¢ Calit., in two different 
sizes of type, ¢ ‘lay ton, Del., Lowell 
Mass., on some of the older val- 
ues, Silas Wetherby of Medina 
used to use a type there that was 
minus the bars. I also have a tec 
from Rasson, Minn., which was not 
in the 1930 cat. 

I would not class in these, those 
stamps where thru breakage or 
poor inking failed to get the im- 
pression of the bars, because they 
were supposed to have bars or 
lines and were not regularly is- 
sued that way. 

I did not mention quite a few 
towns in this class that came out 
on the Black Harding stamps, be- 
cause they were mostly  hand- 
stamps and have more or less of 
a speculative background. Many 
times being the only stamp pre- 
cancelled from that town. 


Memphis, Tenn., has come out 
with a handstamp recently which 
I would classify as U-54. I have 
the le and 2c comp. perfs and a 
few of the new style dues with 
this type. 


I picked up an old style due with 
the new double line type on it from 
Philadelphia, which once again re- 
minds me that these dues are not 
going to last so long and neither 
are the double line types. So hold 
on to these kinds till the catalog 
establishes a price on them. 


I note that the new Precancel 
Catalog is going to - issued in 
two sections this yea Once be- 
fore this was tried ar without 
much success. I am not in favor 
of this and think that such special 
lines as foreign precancels and pre- 
cancelled envelopes should’ be 
omitted to keep down the bulk of 
the catalog, and to make small 
catalogs for these just like is being 
done for buro prints. The catalog 
should be in one book to be con- 
venient.

_ Madrid, Spain, will be the meet- 
ing place of the Pan-American 
Postal Congress which will convene 
on October 10. President Hoover 
has appointed Assistant Post- 
master Irving W. Glover and Eu- 
gene R. White, Director, Division 
of International Postal Service, as 
the delegates from the United 
States. Representatives of all 
Pan-American countries and Spain 
will be present at this congress. 

During the sessions of the con- 
gress consideration will be given 
by the delegates to a revision of 
the entire fabric of the Pan- 
American postal service, including 
postage rates between the coun- 
tries represented, transit charges 
and other matters of special im- 
portance to the participating na- 
tions. 

Possibly the new Spanish Re- 
gime will deem this a fitting time 
to issue another special set of post- 
age stamps and help finance the 
new Republic.—it’s an old Spanish 
custom.

In a communication received to- 
day (Sept. 15) by Postmaster Gen- 
eral Brown from Secretary of the 
Navy Adams it was announced that 
it will be impracticable to carry 
any philatelic mail on the trial 
flights of the U. S. S. Akron. 

Secretary Adams _ stated, how- 
ever, that as soon as a date is 
fixed for an official scheduled flight 
from one city to another, arrange- 
ments will probably be made by 
the Navy Department for carrying 
philatelic mail on the Akron. This 
cannot be done, however, according 
to Secretary Adams, until the Ak- 
ron goes from Lakehurst to some 
port on the West Coast where she 
will eventually be stationed.
